TRADE RETALIATION IX KNO- 
LAND 



Tho London correspondent, of ilia 
New York World writes : — "A more 
important question than even ll)0 Land 
bill is agitating England. Public 
meetings are held every day in various 
parts of the country calling upon the 
Government to inflict heavy import 
duties upon French goods, and adopt a 
policy of retaliation against all other 
protectionist nations. Hitherto the 
manufacturers and artisans have bad a 
monopoly of this agitation, but the 
long-suffering farmer is now getting on 
his mettle, for the new French tariff 
will deprive hi in of the only market he 
has for the sale of his surplus products. 
The duty on horses is decreased, but 
the duties on most other kinds of live 
stock are increased, oxen paying 12s. 
each instead of 2s. lid., and cows (is. 
5d. instead of la Live and dead game, 
fowls, and turkeys pay 83. per cwt. ill 
stead of being free of duty, as fomerly. 
Fresh butchers' meat pays a duty of Is. 
3d. per cwt., and the rates on preserved 
meats and extracts are also raised. 
Skins, wool, and horsehair are still free. 
Cheese, both hard and soft, is to pay 
double the former duty, and a new duty 
of Gs. 2d. per cwt. is imposed on fresh 
butter while that ou salt butter has 
been increased. The farmer is now 
joining the mechanic, and the move- 
ment is making extraordinary headway 
everywhere. As yet the leading politi- 
cians tight shy of it, but everybody sees 
that it is desincd to become tiie ques- 
tion of the hour, for it is a question of 
bread and butter. The franchise, the 
redistribution of seats, and reform in 
the Land laws are mere abstract the- 
ories compared with this matter. Mr. 
Bright, of course, calls the retaliation- 
ists fools, and other out-and-out free- 
traders urge that England cannot afford 
to let the world know that she doubts 
the efficacy of Cobden's teachings, while 
the retaliationists reply that they are 
not going to let the country he (sac- 
rificed for an idea. The Premier has 
given great offence to the leaders of the 
agitation by a letter to the sugar refin- 
ers, in which he makes light, of their 
claims for protection against Continen- 
tal bounties. An active organization 
has been formed in the North for influ- 
encing future elections, and the work- 
ing classes are rallying to it in thous- 
ands." No less an authority than 
Professor Bonamy Price has come out 
in favor of trade retaliation. On the 
18th ult. he wrote to the Times on r lie 
following letter : — 

"I hope you will allow me to answer 
in the Times a question which iB at the 
present moment much discussed in 
many quarters. The question is this: — 
Is retaliation against a country which 
imposes protective duties ever justifi 
able ] I answer : — 

"I. That free trade— that is, the 
non-imposition of duties for the pro- 
tection of native industry — is, in prin- 
cipal, absolutely true. No objection to 
it can be sustained, and it is of the 
highest value for tho prosperity of every 
country. 

"2. That reciprocity — that is, the 
imposition of counter duties on imports 
from a country which has enacted pro- 
tective duties solely for the sake of 
meeting them, blow for blow — is a mis 
chievous aud utterly indefensible vio- 
lation of free trade. 

"3. But retaliation, as an act of 
war, carried out with the sole object 
of bringing the duty imposing country 
to its senses by making it perceive the 
injury to trade and the losses which 
protection inflicts, is a wholly different 
matter. But it is entirely outside of 
political economy. Political economy 
is a subordinate body of knowledge. Ii 
makes reports on the subjects which 
belong to it to the statesman, It in 
forms him that all war is a breach of 
political economy, that it destroys 
wealth, and thereby creates poverty. 
There its functions ends. "Very well, 
Mr. Economist," the statesman replies, 
"I have 110 doubt that vou have spoken 
rightly, but I am going to war for rea- 
sons of which you are not the judge.,' 
To this tho economist has no reply. 

The policy, therefore, of a war of re- 
taliation against foreign protection does 
not lio witnin the decision of the econo 
mist but of the statesman, though the 
former contributes facts for considera- 
tion. There are many elements in such 
a question which are not economical, 
and of which tho economist is no bet- 
ter judge than others. The temper of 
the nation attacked, its relations to 
other countries, the effects which as 
saults on its trade in 0110 quarter may 
have on its commercial position in an- 
other, tho moral effect which the war 
may have on its people, the chance of 
enlightening its mind, are not economi- 
cal questions bat political. 

"In such a problem all that can bo 
said beforehaud is that war is economi- 
cally wrong, but may be justified by 
reasons which the statesman accounts 
valid.

2,862, with liabilities at 8-10,877,150. 
The total number of fail ires fnr the 
first six months of 18S0 were 2,497, 
with liabilities at §32,888,703. The re- 
turns from the Dominion arc of a more 
encouraging character. During the past 
three months 183 failures were record- 
ed, with liabilities ;•' £1,876,302; for 
tbo six months of -SI the failures 
were 3-1 U; liabilities, .1,902,8,08. For 
the first six months m 1880 the failures 
numbered 019, with liabilities at §5,- 
660,763, being an increase over the 
amount of tho first half of 1881 of§l,- 
757,990. Tho outlook for business in 
Ontario, the circular gees on to slate, 
without being extravagantly rose color- 
ed, is sufficiently good to satisfy most 
reasonable business men. The lumber 
trade is active, and good prices are be- 
ing obtained for our sawn and hewn 
woods, both in the United States and 
in Europe. Our cattle are being ex- 
ported year by year in increasing num- 
bers to England. Dairy products are 
already finding markets and will bo 
plentiful, the pasturage being good. 
Railway receipts from the traffic show 
an increase over last year, while steam- 
ers and vessels find it hard to earn a 
profit. Manufactures have received a 
marked impetus from the 1878 tariff, 
and in every city and considerable 
town cotton or woolen mills are being 
built, and factories of various wares 
are projected. All this lends to lessen 
the proportion of English or American 
goods we import. The improvement in 
business in the United States has affect- 
ed this province favorably, and we con- 
tinue to export much to that country. 
Tho unfavorable features of business 
are the too great number of people 
selling goods, the too great cheap 
ness of credit and the small | rofits to 
which shop keepers are being forced. 
Crop prospects vary in different parts. 
In northwestern and not hern Ontario 
much of the fall wheat has been winter 
killed, and on low lying lands elsewhere 
replanting has been necessary because 
of the wot and cold spring. The yield 
| of this grain is not expected, therefore, 
to be a full one. Other crops promise 
well, so far as now can be judged. Fann- 
ers are hopeful about barely and oats, 
whilo spring wheat foreshadows a mod 
erate yield. Hay will be abundant aud 
root crops can hardly fail to be success- 
ful. Tho petroleum interest in the 
west, and tho iron an. I phosphate 
mines in the east of the province are 
active.

ANOTHER CLAIM A XT. 

Canada furnishes a claimant to ihe 
earldom of Mar in the person of John 
Francis Erskine, an employe of the 
Ontario car works, and a resident of 
i London Mast. The claimant's history 
i is somewhat strange, but there have 
j been more unlikely claims I ban Inc. 
As a youth, he was under the care of a 
Scotchman named Campbell, who told 
I him ho was the son of a nobleman, and 
j the heir to an estate valued at . 8100, - 
000,000, but that his parents, who for - 
warded money for his support, could 
not acknowledge him. The Toronto 
Mail says that the claimant was, it ap 
pears, born two years before his par- 
ents married. When a babe hi i mother 
confided him to the care of a carter, who 
was liberally rewarded for bringing him 
up. When a strapping, healthy lad he 
wag removed from Scotland to Canada 
by Campbell, who was acting under the 
instructions of the Earl. Lie lived in 
Lower Canada, and then in Upper 
Canada. Eventually Campbell died, 
and left him papers, including com- 
munications from the late Earl of Mar, 
which may assist to establish his iden - 
tity. The claim of Mr. Erskine to the 
Mar estate has been placed in the hands 
of a Scotch law firm; but poverty, it 
seems, stands between the claimant and 
the successful prosecution in a court of 
law of bis claim. Poverty, it will be 
remembered, was one of the drawbacks 
the Tichborne claimant had to light 
against, but friends interested them- 
selves in his case, and he issued bonds, 
which, being bought up, helped him to 
meet his law expenes.
